THE OWINESE NATIONAL 
BANK. 


Shanghai, Sept. 11. 
Sheng Taotai left this morning for Tien- 
tein by the C, M. steamer Hatnchi, on his 
way to Poking. His brain jas Ween. busy 
at work during his absence from the North, 
His 


and he has. gone back full of schemes, 

first and foremost schemo is to make final 
arrangements for starting the Chinese Na- 
tional Bank, When this Bank was first 
monted Sir Robert Hart wax appealed to, 
and ufter much consideration it was thought 
advisable to place the whole affiir under 
Sir Robert's. management, so that tho 
whole of the Customs Revenne would bo 
paid into the new Dank. At present tho 
Customs Bank receives all the revenue and 
finances, and is under the control of the 
Customs Taotai, who farms it out to a rich 
Chinese. Sheng Taotai wishes now to do 
away with tho-Customs Bank, and take the 
cutire management of the National Bank 
himself, without any assistance from Sir 
Robert Hart, He proposes that all ditios 


{should be paid into the Chinese National 


Bank, and that it takes over all surplus 
funds. Ho also proposes that all Inland 
Revenue as woll as the Land Tax from tho 
different provinces be paid into tho now 
Bank, lustead-of each province sending 
its allotted ‘portion i Peking; i this 
means, he "has pointed out, the Govern- 
ment wil] save quite thirty per cent, on the 
moncy now forwarded to Poking. Sheng 
Taotai feels certain he will be ablesté carry 
the whole scheme through when hearrives 
at the Capifsl.. He’ will then, ‘he thinks, 
be able to carry the railway scheme through 
without the aid of foreign loans or forcigm 
help. Sheng iss long-headed fellow,’ and 
ho may, during Li Hungehang’s absence, 
be able to get hts own way, Howover, wo 
shall have more to say on this subject 
shortly,— Mercury, 


THD BENNERTZ DIFFICULTY. 

After thirteen daya’ delay, during which 
the.expenses of the Sin Molien have been 
Tunning on, and a series of melodramatic 
threats have been made on the part of the 
Commissioner of Customs at Chinkiang, as to 
hisintention todisablotho stoamer’s cngines, 
remove her steering-gear, and sink her 
with the guns from the forts, the Commis- 
sioner ‘has been brought. to infom the 
charterers, ‘Messrs Bennertz & Co., that 
tho steamer is confiseated for a breach of 
the River Regulations. What the breach 
is, he still declines to state. The only 
possible pretozt is that the Sin Fokien on 
her way, from Chefoo to Hankow with a 
eargo of Chinese troops, who were in a 
Ftite of mutiny as wual, did not stop at 
Ohinkiang on her wny up, when the stop- 
page would probably have led to an attack 
on the European officers by the troops,- 
who are furiots when their: voyage is 
delayed, The Sin Fukicn, however, duly 
stopped and reported on her way down, 
when sho might easily have’ passed through 
the_port without stupping. Wo under 
stand that a similar slowness to that of the 
Chinkiang Commissioner has been shown 
by the Trotai here, oxcopt when he made 
through his legal-advisers his preposterous 
claim of Tis. 100,000 for the loss of the 
steamer, but H.M.'s Consul Mr Jamieson 
is taking up tho question vigorously, and 
the whole matter will have to be explained, 
and reparation mado by the Chinese for 
their arbitrary action, unless the explana- 
tion is satisfactory. —V.-C. Daily News. 


EXTORTION FROS PASSENGERS, 


A GROWL FRo3t THR STRAITS, 

A correspondent writes to the Straits

Christiania, August 20.--Dr Nansen’s 
Arctic explorstion ‘ship, the Kram, which 
was left embedded in the ice, early in Jn. 
“nuary, 1895, in about latitude 83 degs. 
north, in order to explure the sea north of 
the route he propused to follow, eventually 
reached 86 degs. 15 mina. north, and ar- 
rived. at Skjervo, Province of Tromsok, 
yestorday avening.” Captain Sverdrup, her, 
comimninder, reported all well on, bonrd. 
Tho Fram, he wlded, called’ at ‘“Dano's 
Teland on August 4th and saw Prof. ‘An- 
dtee, who is still waiting for a favourable 
.wind in order to enabla ‘him to attempt his 
balloon trip across the Arctic regions, 
Capt. Svordrup, shortly after his. arrival, 
sent the following telegram to Nansen ;—~ 
Fram arrived safely ; all well on board ; 
leave at ance for Tromso; welcome home,’ 
Dr Nansen replied uv “follows :-—* A than- 
sand timea welcome to you all, Hurrah 
for the Frew!’ Tho Fram left Skjervo 
this murning on her way to Tromso, where 
Dr Nanson'#iH meet her, ‘ 

Additional details received from Skjervo 
regarding Dr Nuanson’s arctic oxploring 
ship Fram are to the effect that the boat 
drifted frum a print 85.58 degrees north. 
The greatest depth obtained by sounding 
was 2,185 fathoms. ‘Pho lowoxt tompora- 
ture noted was 52 degrees beluw zero, FF, 
IL Johan tho stoker, it is reported, 
had a narvew escape from n terrible death, 
He was attached ie a polar bear, but waa 
rescued by Dr Nangon, who shot the ani- 
mal, Dr Nansen gained 22 pounds in 
Weight ov his journey to Vardo‘after loav- 
ing the Fram, : 

King Oscar has wired Capt, Otto Nemnan 
Sverdrup, exprissing sentimonts ‘of tho 
heartiest. welcome, and congratulating him 
on the honour won for Norway. There ja 
great cnthusiasm throughout the town, 
bunting being everywhere -diaplayed, tho 
| decorations in the'harbour being cupecially 
fine, : 

A despatch to the Astemposten _from 
Skjervo says that the Fram reached’ open 
water on August 13th. A member of the 
expedition expressed the dpinion ‘thnt 
the Fram would have ‘penetrated much- 
further into the Arctic regions ond that 
perhaps the North Pole would have been 
reached if the Fram had been frozen in east 
of the New Siberian Islands. In the highest 
latitude reuched, 86.15 north, members of 
‘the exploring party saw guillemots, fulnacs 
and narwhale, but'no other signs of organic 
life were-appurent. 

Dr Nansen will not again try toreach the 
North Polo in a ship like the Fram; but 
may perhaps conduct a sledging ‘party -in 
froin Frany Josef Lind north. 

Prof, 8S. A. Andrep, Agcoriting to reports 
received hore, told Capt, Sverdrup, who 
visited tho seronsut, that. it. waa now tou 
late to make the proposed ascent, and that 
he would probably soon return to Spitzon: 
bergen und make another effort to reach the 
North Pole in his balloon next April. ‘The 
Fram, it is said,’ still hs provisions capable 
of sustaining her crew.in tho Arctic regions 
for three years. - Foaring that the crush’ of 
ice would wreck the ship, Captain Sverdrup 
amd the crew were obliged, after Dr Nansen 
loft, tv remove all tho sledges, provisions, 
ammunition, und light furniture.

At Ll o'clock the smaller yachts were sent 
away over the same course, but only onca 
around, in a contest for prizes‘of £20 and

tont, and Isoldo started in the order men- 
tioned. While the big yachts wore ending 
the second half of the first round, and the 
sinaller craft wore beginning. the first half 
of their course, the Meteor and’ Isolde
